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City Police Move Is Near, 
Other Staffs Will Shuffle

The imminent movement of the Greenbelt police force 
to its new quarters is prompting a shuffle of office space 
in the Greenbelt Municipal Building, according to City 
Manager James K. Giese. 

The changes, however, have “run into complications 
because of the delay in completion of the new police station,” 
said Giese in an interview on November 14. “But as of 
this week we finally have possession of the new building, 
and can begin to move in. The big move will not be for 


several weeks . , . maybe in 
Were originally scheduled to 

Among the special facilities 
that are still not complete in the 
new station are the installation 
of the computer and communica¬ 
tion systems, an advanced alarm 
and security system involving 
mounted video monitors, and 
“more and better jail cells.” 
There will be six holding cells 
in the new station, as opposed 
to a single one in the present 
station. 

The addition of five cells in 
the new station is prompted “not 
by an increase in crime but a 
greater availability in space,” 
said Giese. ‘"There will be times 
when we could have a crowd. 
On at least one occasion we need¬ 
ed to detain people in the council 
chambers, due to lack of space 
in the cells.” 

Because the police have not yet 
moved, renovation plans for the 
municipal building have been de¬ 
layed and complicated. Giese said 
there were plans last spring for 
a new heating system in the 
building's 1974 addition (the Ed¬ 
ward Smith Memorial Wing), un¬ 
til the police headquarters air 
conditioning unit broke down. 
“We decided to redo all of the 
building's heating system. So we 
took out the entire furnace in 
the (building's) old wing.” 

Since there was then no heat 
at all in the building, when fall 
came and the weather got colder 
the city had to insulate the 
building for the winter. 

“Since the police were sup¬ 
posed to have left by then, we 
were originally going to insulate 
the building in stages. We were 
going to insulate the empty 
room, then move an office into 
the finished room, and then in¬ 
sulate the room that was va¬ 
cated,” said Giese. 

Instead, the old police station 
is now heated by a temporary 
heater, and insulation is being 
installed in occupied rooms, be¬ 
ginning currently with the office 
of Greenbelt CARES. “It's a 
shame to be going on in CARES, 
because private counselling goes 
on in there,” said Giese, “But it’s 
temporary," 

“We're just very grateful the 
warm weather has held up.” 

Space Reassignments 

After all the heating work is 
finished, office space will be 
shuffled. Since no new city de¬ 
partments are moving in, current 
offices will be expanded. 

Of the two outside trailers 
used as temporary space by the 
police, one which is rented, will 
be returned to its owner. The 


early December.” The police 
move last May. 
other, owned by the city, will 
be taken away to be used at a 
police gun range. 

The department of Purchasing 
and Personnel and the depart¬ 
ment of Finance and Adminis¬ 
trative Services will be moving 
into the space vacated by the 
police. The space those depart¬ 
ments leave behind, on the ground 
floor of the newer wing, will be 
remodeled into a larger office for 
Greenbelt CARES, with a 15- 
by-20-foot conference room. 

When the Greenbelt CARES 
office departs the second floor, 
the offices of the Public In 
formation and Cable Communi¬ 
cation Coordinator, Beverly Pa¬ 
lau, and the Planning and De¬ 
velopment Coordinator, Celia Wil¬ 
son, will utilize that space. “The 
renovations will include a large 
meeting room in which Wilson 
can consult with architects and 
engineers for city projects,” said 
Giese. 

Giese’s office will ultimately 
expand also, as three rooms (the 
City Manager's office, Assistant 
City Manager's office, and a 
conference/library room) will be 
made into two, and the offices 
will be made larger, moving into 
the space where Palau and Wil¬ 
son were. 

The council room will not un¬ 
dergo any major changes, aside 
from the installation of the new 
heating system said Giese. 
“We're going to make it 
look better, not change it. We'l 1 
improve the lighting to make 
meetings suitable for cable broad¬ 
casting.” 

The renovations to the build¬ 
ing will be going on well into 
next spring and summer, said 
Giese.

More than 200 Greenbelt residents enjoyed a tradi¬ 
tional Thanksgiving feast of turkey and gravy, spiced cider, 
mashed potatoes and the obligatory apple pie at Jasper’s 
Restaurant Thanksgiving dinner, according to Greenbelt 
resident Florence Holly. “I don’t remember seeing anyone 
who wasn’t from Greenbelt,” she said. 


This was the second year that 
the co-owners of JasDer's on 
Greenbelt Road organized and 
funded the evant for seniors in 
the area. “It was lovely.” Holly 
recalled. “The young people who 
served really put their hearts in¬ 
to it.” 

Bernina McGee, a senior Green- 
belter, was a hostess at the ev¬ 
ent. “I had other places to 
for Thanksgiving, but there are 
a lot of people with no family 
around here at all. And you’re 
not going to fix a big dinner for 
just yourself.” she said. "‘I think 
what Jasper’s did was a wonder¬ 
ful thing, and the management 
enjoys doing it. It was great be¬ 
ing a hostess too,” 

Fred Rosenthal of Jasper's cre¬ 
dits partner Berk Mbtley, Jr. for 
the idea of the Thanksgiving 
dinner party. After viewing a 
television news-special on how 
seniors are sometimes forgotten 
in favor of children and families 
during the holidays, Motley told 
the other partners about his idea. 
“It took almost eight months to 
set up,” Rosenthal said. "‘But it 
was worth it.” 

Keeping in mind the thrust of 
the news program, the owners of 
Jasper's agreed to host a Thanks¬ 
giving dinner, complete with 
trimmings, entertainment and 
dancing. “There is no financial 
reciuirement,” said Rosenthal, 
""It’s for people who might oth¬ 
erwise be alone during the hol¬ 
iday.” 

Greenbelter Betty Devlin, who 
also attended last year's dinner, 
stated, "‘I enjoy it because I get 
to meet all my friends there.” 

Everyone in attendance re¬ 
ceived a personal invitation from 
Jasper's. Rosenthal and co-work¬ 
ers called area senior centers, 
county agencies, synagogues and 
churches to get seniors' names. 
The end result was a list of 400 
persons to whom letters were 
sent. 

Despite the large turnout, the 
first snowfall of the season kept

there were others who carpooled, 
"‘There were fewer people this 
year,” said Holly, “although I 
can’t name them all. We missed 
them.” 

The biggest difference between 
last year and this, according to 
Rosenthal, was that ^“onle knew 
to expect dancing and entertain¬ 
ment as well as dinner and con¬ 
versation. “One woman came 
dressed in a polka costume," he 
remarked, “and danced several 
dances for everyone." 

The Old Smoothies, a senior cit¬ 
izen band, provided music for 
singing and dancing. “They were 
wonderful,” said Holly. 

Every Jasper's employee volun¬ 
teered to work at the dinner this 
year. Rosenthal also received 
calls from area churches and the 
University of Maryland oy people 
who wanted to donate their time. 
“We had to turn away volun¬ 
teers,” Rosenthal said. 

“It was so nice to see the peo¬ 
ple’s faces,” said Chip Motley, 
a nine-year employee of the res¬ 
taurant. “The first year you're 
so hesitant not spending the time 
with your family (in order to 
volunteer), but it is definitely 
worth it. It’s sad to see people 
with no place to go.” 

Motley said he’ll volunteer 
again next year; since the din¬ 
ners have become so successful, 
Jasper’s management has decided 
to make them an annual event.

my mother’s house goes some¬ 
thing like this: my mother 
hints for several days that 
the yard needs raking, and 
I work very hard to come up 
with fresh excuses for putting 
it off. Usually, I manage to run 
cut of excuses on a sunny Sun¬ 
day, and I go out and rake up 
about half the back yard, and 
make a solid line of leaves across 
it. Then, I suddenly remember 
that there’s a Redskins game on 
and by the time they have lost, 
it is dark out and my arms have 
fallen off. It rains for the next 
several days, and one cannot rake 
wet leaves, after which the grass 
dies under the pile that I have 
left and more leaves fall into 
the place that I have already 
raked.

My mother was in the kitchen 
when I brought it home. “Let’s 
see how it works,” she said. I 
fired it up, and it made a noise 
quite similar to a 747 during 
take-off, blowing as hard as 
Hurricane Hugo Due to an over¬ 
sight of mine, it was pointed at 
my mother. 

When I got her down from the 
cabinet and helped her get her 
blouse off her head, she said

Soon came a sunny Sunday 
when I was actually looking for¬ 
ward to doing battle with the 
multicolor carpet that had cov¬ 
ered the yard. I rounded up a 
few miles of extension cord, put 
on the recommended ear-muff 
hearing protectors, and went for 
it. 

It was great. I flicked a 
switch, and leaves 15 feet away 
from me moved off in swift 
swirls. I cleared huge swatches 
of land in seconds.

On Monday, December 4, Rod¬ 
ney Roberts, newly elected chair

Council Okays Cameras, Appeals Plaza Design 


Police Cameras 

November 20 meeting actions: 

Council authorized the purchase 
for $6,650 of police surveillance 
television cameras for the new 
police station to monitor prisoner 
security. These are specialty 
items, Giese said, and not pjrt 
of the building contract. Electri¬ 
cal service and television con¬ 
duits have been installed as part 
of the construction contract, but 
not the cameras themselves, he 
said. A telephone system and a 
radio system, as well as furnish¬ 
ings, will also be added. Accord¬ 
ing to Wilson, the earliest the 
city is likely to be able to take 
occupancy of the building would 
be December 16. 

Beltway Plaza Appeal 

Although the county's Plan¬ 
ning Board has granted a de¬ 
parture from design standards 
and sign design for ihe Beltway 
Plaza, over the city's objections, 
the city has a right of appeal 
within 30 days. Both staff and 


city attorney Manzi “do not feel 
confident” that the city would 
gain by appealing* Wilson said. 
Nevertheless, when council ques¬ 
tioned Wilson about whether the 
city would be likely to lose any¬ 
thing by appealing and she an¬ 
swered “no,” they decided to try 
it. “We have lived with this situ¬ 
ation without relief,” Putens said.

In response to a request from 
the county concerning recommen¬ 
dations for use of the Glenn Dale 
Hospital site, once a iuberculosis 
sanitarium, council decided to add 
to an APB advisory leport that 
it would be maintained . as low 
density or open space/park land. 
White had suggested use of the 
hospital as a possible medical 
museum and Isaacs thought the 
facilities might be used as a 
drug and alcohol detoxification 
center. “It's an isolated area,” he 
said, “and so a good place.”

At its regular meeting, held no December 4, 1989, the 
City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter 
Amendment Resolution 1989-2 (Resolutino Number 711), 
and the following title of the Resolution is a fair sum¬ 
mary of the amendment: 

A RESOLUTION OF THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, MARYLAND, ADOPTED PURSUANT 
TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE XI-E OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 
OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF 
MARYLAND (1987 REPLACEMENT VOLUME AND 
1989 CUMULATIVE SUPPLEMENT) TO AMEND THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT (SET 
FORTH IN MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND, 
STATE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFER¬ 
ENCE, 1983 EDITION, AS AMENDED), BY ENACT¬ 
ING A NEW SECTION 58A OF SAID CHARTER, 
AUTHORIZING THE CITY TO BORROW MONEY 
AND INCUR INDEBTEDNESS, FROM TIME TO TIME, 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF FINANCING THE ACUQI- 
SITION OF REAL PROPERTY LOCATED WITHIN 
THE GREENBELT HISTORIC DISTRICT AS LISTED 
ON THE NATIONAL REGISTER OF HISTORIC PLAC¬ 
ES, SUCH PROPERTY TO BE ACQUIDED FOR USE 
AS PARKS, OPEN SPACE AND/OR THE PRESERVA¬ 
TION OF THE CITY’S HISTORIC GREENBELT; PRO¬ 
VIDING THAT SUCH INDEBTEDNESS MAY BE SE¬ 
CURED BY A MORTGAGE, DEED OF TRUST, OR 
OTHER SECURITY INSTRUMENT CREATING A 
LIEN ON THE PROPERTY ACQUIRED: PROVIDING 
THAT THE POWERS CONFERRED BY THE SECTION 
NEW 58A SHALL BE ADDITIONAL; AND SUPPLE¬ 
MENTAL TO THE BORROWING POWERS GRANTED 
TO THE CITY ELSEWHERE IN THE CHARTER OF 
THE CITY AND BY GENERAL LAW; PROVIDING 
THAT THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 55 SHALL NOT 
BE APPLICABLE TO OBLIGATIONS ISSUED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE NEW SECTION 58A: AND GENER¬ 
ALLY RELATING TO FINANCING THE ACQUISI¬ 
TION OF HISTORIC DISTRICT PROPERTY. 

The above titled Charter amendments shall become and be 
considered a part of the Charter of the City of Green¬ 
belt, according to the terms of the amendment, ip all 
respects to be effective and observed as such, upon the 
23rd day of January, 1990, unless on or before the 13th 
day of January, 1990 there shall be presented to the 
Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to 
it by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by 
twenty percent or more of the persons qualified to vote 
in the regular election of the City of Greenbelt, request¬ 
ing the above Charter amendment be submitted on refer¬ 
endum to the voters of the City of Greenbelt.

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FACTS ON SUNRISE CONTROVERSY 


Rejected Letter 

November 18, 1989 

To the Editor: 

There has been some confu¬ 
sion during the recent City Coun¬ 
cil election campaign about the 
City Council's official position 
on the Sunrise Apartment devel¬ 
opment in Greenbelt East. I 
would like to set the record 
straight. 

Late in the campaign, all can¬ 
didates received a packet of in¬ 
formation requested by Mayor 
Weidenfeld concerning a Novem¬ 
ber, 1985 action by Council. The 
packet included a May 14, 1986 
letter from the Mayor to the 
County Executive which referred 
to an agreement by Council to 
“not oppose the Sunrise Apart¬ 
ments”. I subsequently distribu¬ 
ted a flyer to Greenbelt East 
which pointed out that some of 
the incumbents were now expres¬ 
sing opposition to the Sunrise 
Apartments, yet in November, 
1985 had voted to not oppose it. 

Just days before the election, 
a flyer entitled “TRUTH TIME 
ON SUNRISE”, and bearing the 
names of Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
and Councilmembers Edward 
Futens and Antoinette Branr was 
distributed in Greenbelt East. It 
alleged that my flyer contained 
“misleading information” and 
that I had “misrepresented” 
Council's official position. The 
“TRUTH TIME ...” flyer 
claimed that at a November, 1985 
meeting, Council maintained its 
opposition to the Sunrise Apart¬ 
ments. 

However, this claim is directly 
contradicted not only by the 
Mayor's 1986 letter mentioned 
above, but also by the official min¬ 
utes of the November 4, 1985 
City Council meeting. These 
minutes were approved and sign¬ 
ed by the Mayor as a correct 
account of the proceedings. 

According to the minutes, the 
relevant motion, suggested by 
Mayor Weidenfeld, was: “to 
grant a waiver to the covenants 
for Coakley & Williams to allow 
them to go forward with Mary¬ 
land Trade Center III and the 
addition to the Holiday Inn; and 
that the City take no position on 
the Sunrise Apartments.” (em¬ 
phasis added.) (The motion was 
later amended to replace “wai¬ 
ver” by “variance”.) The motion 
passed by a vote of 4-1, with 
Councilman White opposed. 

The Mayor's May 14, 1986 let¬ 
ter to the County Executive 
specifically cites “the City 
agreeing to permit construction 
to proceed on the Maryland Trade 
Center III Office Building and 
not oppose the Sunrise Apartment 
development . . . thus confirm¬ 
ing the action recorded in the 
approved November 4, 1985 min¬ 
utes.

Excerpt from Approved Minutes of 
City Council Meeting. November 4, 1985 


GREENBELT EAST HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENTS — 

COAKLEY—WILLIAMS AND SUNRISE APARTMENTS: 

Mayor Weidenfeld read the agenda comments concerning the 
Greenb.elt East highway improvements and development issues, 
which have been considered by Council for a long period of time 
and which have been considered is.^re^_dfitail in numerous work 
sessions and Council meetings. Mr. Weidenfeld noted that is has 
been over a year since Coakley & Williams came before the Coun¬ 
cil to seek Council approval for development of Maryland Trade 
Center III and the addition to the Holiday Inn. He noted the 
problems that arose when it was learned that revenue bond financ¬ 
ing was being considered for construction of Sunrise 
Apart-ments, a project which Council did not consider desirable. 
During the past year and in deliberations with the County Execu¬ 
tive a number of issues have been addressed, and the County Exe¬ 
cutive has given assurances to the city on matters which would 
assure the orderly development of roads and other public facili¬ 
ties in the area. Mayor Weidenfeld also noted the cooperative 
efforts of Coakley & Williams, the fact that Sunrise Apartments 
will go forward—whether or not revenue bond financing is made 
available or not—and that it does not appear that much will be 
gained by further postponement. He, therefore, suggested that a 
motion be made to grant a waiver to the covenants for Coakley & 
Williams to allow them to go forward with Maryland Trade Center 
III and the addition to the Holiday Inn; and that the city take ^ 
no position on the Sunrise Apartments . Mr. Isaacs moved Mayor 
Weidenfeld's recommendation ana Mr. Putens seconded. Mrs, Bram 
moved that the question be divided and Mr. White seconded. 

Mayor Weidenfeld noted his prerogative to rule on the motion, 
but requested that a vote be taken, which was defeated by a vote 
of three to two? with Mrs. Bram and Mr. White voting for the 
question? and Messrs. Isaacs and Putens and Mayor Weidenfeld 
voting against the question. The motion was discussed at some 
length, with Mr. White expressing the 3trong opinion that by 
adopting the motion Council would loose all leverage to assure 
that the sought improvements would actually take place as prom¬ 
ised. Also taking part in the discussion were Russ Shipley, 
Attorney for Coakley i Williams, Terry Coakley of Coakley & 
Williams, and Mr. Jim McCaig of Sunrise Apartments. Concern was 
expressed about the wording of the language "to waive the cove¬ 
nants" and an amendment to change this to read "to grant a vari¬ 
ance" was accepted by the maker and seconder of the motion. The 
motion then carried? with Mr. White voting no. 

Mr. White then requested that an update be obtained to include 
the status of the various commitments, i.e., traffic, traffic 
study, development along Greenbelt Road, transfer of'parkland to 
the city, and road improvements. Council concurred in 
thisrequest.

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Storm Drains May Create 
A Drain on GHI Budget

On November 2, the board of directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc, (GHI), met for a fourth review of the 1990 
budget. Additions and clarifications were made to the 
budget including finding funds to address a new problem 
with storm drains. Third quarter staff reports were pre¬ 
sented. 


The board meeting was pre¬ 
ceded by a meeting of the Green¬ 
belt Development Corporation 
(GDC). The major topics of the 
GDC meeting were the 1990 bud¬ 
get and a discussion of the ac¬ 
quisition of additional apart¬ 
ments. 

1990 GHI Budget 

The Board of Directors is pro¬ 
posing an estimated $5.8 million 
1990 budget. If the budget is 
adopted, monthly charges to 
members will increase an average 
of 6.33%. The impact upon the 
three different types of housing 
units, however, will vary sub¬ 
stantially. 

The proposed budget has a ma¬ 
jor impact on the masonry 
homes. The expected increase is 
7,95% reflecting projected spend¬ 
ing on trim work, plumbing riser 
replacement, and repair of set¬ 
tlement damage to the masonry 
homes. 

Members in the frame homes 
will experience a moderate in¬ 
crease—5.61%. A major program 
for 1990 includes porch deck and 
porch roof replacement. 

Members in the larger homes 
are slated for a nominal increase 
of 2.80%. No major projects 
were proposed. 

Storm Drains 

During the November 2 meet¬ 
ing, a new problem arose con¬ 
cerning storm drains. There has 
been an increasing problem with 
drains collapsing. The extent of 
the problem was not fully real¬ 
ized in time for the 1990 budget. 
The manager proposed that funds 
be shifted or new funds found 
to handle this maintenance prob¬ 
lem. 

One source of funds was ga¬ 
rage rents. At the last meeting, 
the board asked for figures on 
differing increases for garage 
rents, from 50c to $1.50 per 
month. The higher increase was 
approved, with the income ($4,- 
968) slated for storm drain re¬ 
pairs, An increase of $1.00 per 
month for the boat and trailer 
yard rents will provide an addi¬ 
tional $1,000 for the project. 
(Canoe rental spaces were not 
increased.) In addition, funds 
designated for common area 
clean-up were slashed in half, 
with more than $4,400 also being 
moved to fix storm drains. 

Activity Reports 

Activity reports were provided 
bf the maintenance department, 
fiscal department and technical 
services area. The maintenance 


department completed almost 
3,500 work orders for a year-to- 
date total of 11,468. The fiscal 
aepartment report documented 
the August computer system's 
failure, which resulted in a loss 
of approximately 3 weeks oper¬ 
ating time. Staff is still recov¬ 
ering from this problem. 

GDC 

The GDC board of directors 
discussed the 1990 budget of ap¬ 
proximately $245,000. With the 
adoption of this budget the rents 
in the 60 apartments owned by 
GDC will increase approximate¬ 
ly 10%. It is also anticipated 
that electric bills to tenants will 
rise between $10 and $30 per 
month depending on the size and 
location of the unit. This increase 
will reflect the fans that will be 
used to circulate heat in the 
renovated units. 

The board expressed concerns 
for elderly and poorer residents 
of the buildings. Management 
indicated that the majority of 
the elderly residents have moved 
in recent years, many to Green 
Ridge House. In addition, tenants 
who have lived in the units for a 
number of years are paying lower 
base rents than new tenants. It 
was still felt that the rents will 
be at or below those of neigh¬ 
boring buildings. 

Once again, the question arose 
of whether to seriously investi¬ 
gate buying additional buildings 
on Parkway. Director Chuck Hess 
stated that the board has been 
discussing the issue for four 
years. He is in favor of investing 
the time and money to see about 
purchasing a building. Director 
Margaret Hogensen stated that 
with the current demands on 
management time and resources, 
it was not a priority item. The 
board voted not to proceed with 
this project. 


Ross Recognized 
For Hiring Disabled 

Ross Stores, Inc. of Greenbelt 
has been presented an award for 
their commitment to hiring, pro¬ 
moting and retaining disabled 
workers. Ross has hired several 
hearing impaired persons since 
it opened in Greenbelt a few 
months ago. The award was pre¬ 
sented by the Prince Georges 
Committee on Employment of 
People with Disabilities at their 
third annual luncheon on October 
24. “Disabled workers have abili¬ 
ties and skills that many em¬ 
ployers can utilize and we must 
continue our efforts to assure 
full participation of disabled 
persons in the workforce," County 
Executive Parris Glendening said 
at the luncheon.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again: 

This week our vehicle heaters got a work-out, and a lot of 
questions have been asked about the heat not feeling as hot as it 
used to. Well here are some common problems that can contribute 
to low heat output. 

First Common Problem: Low coolant level. Make sure that 
the engine coolant is at the proper level and that no leaks are 
present. 

Second: A thermostat that does not seal completely; this 
means the coolant is always flowing, not allowing the coolant to 
warm up completely. 

Third: A misaligned temperature door inside the dash area 
or a hot water control valve which does not allow the hot coolant to 
flow through the heater core. 

Fourth: A blocked heater core which does not allow enough 
warm coolant to radiate heat. 

Preset your heat controls the night before so you don't have 
to move them when it’s stone cold. They’re just plastic and could 
break.
